All Killed But One. 


Most of the slaughter was done in 


the chair car. Of sixty-nine passen- 


• gers in that coach, sixty-eight are 
sai'd to have been killed. The human 
being to escape was a six year old 


. - girl who was found under the dead 


body of her mother, and who is too 
near. dead 
even to remember her 


name, farther than that it is Alice. 
No further identification of the dead 
.have been made, according to the re- 
ports reaching Glenwood. The dead 
are in many instances so horribly 
mutilated that identification will be 
very difficult.

By the same procedure we find that Fort Wayne has one street lamp to every 


148 people!

In other words, Fort Wayne residents are today made to put up with half 


the amount of street lights per individual that we find supplied to residents of the 
above cities of its own size in this and nearby states! 


Just as.a mere question of the number of street lamps to population, Fort 


Wayne to be as Avcll lighted as the average of the five cities of its class noted above 
should have—figure it out—over 836 lamps of like candle-power with the 418 now 
vainly trying to light part of our streets. They should also burn EVERY NIGHT. 


It should be noted, too, that even these "figures do not tell more than half the 


story, for we have -not taken into consideration the extraordinarily scattered con- 
dition of our Fort Wayne population, nor the disproportionate number of our abso- 
lutely unsurfaccd, ungraded and shapeless streets, requiring extra lighting for the 
safety of those who traverse them. 


Neither have we taken any account of the. meager and inadequate police force- 


of Fort Wayne, which needs supplementing by a far more generous supply of street 
lamps than is the case in other cities with police and patxol force up to the standard 
of size and equipment.

In our cities generally it has been found that better street lighting is one of 


the most efficient, as well as most economical discouragers of night crimes yet dis- 
covered. Its importance in helping out an insufficient police patrol is incalculable 


To tolerate both a lack of police and a shortage of street lamps is to invite" 
crime and disorder.
